The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or reasonably 
suggest the claimed method for generating a library of yeast expression vectors. The closest 
prior art of record that teaches a similar method of generating a a library of yeast expression 
vectors involves the use of a library of insert sequences but does not teach or suggest using 
libraries of both expression vector and insert sequences in a way that generates the diversity of 
multi-subunit polypeptides as the presently claimed method.
